I have the honour of submitting for your Excellency’s consideration this Report 
on the Statistics of Emigration from Ireland for the year 1918. 

GENERAL SUMMARY. 

During the year 1918 the total number of emigrants, as returned by the 
enumerators, who embarked at Irish ports, with the intention of settling per- 
manently elsewhere, was 983, of whom 443 were males and 540 were females. 

They include 980 (442 males and 538 females), representing 0.2 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population, who were stated to be natives of Ireland. The number 
of emigrants (980) in 1918 is 1,131 less than that for the preceding year, and 
constitutes a record for the country. 

During the period from the 1st May, 1851 (when the collection of emigration 
returns commenced) to 31st December, 1918, the number of natives of Ireland who 
emigrated was 4,319,693 (2,244,339 males and 2,075,354 females), equivalent to 82.8 
per cent, of the average population of the country. 

Table A, page 4, gives this information by counties and provinces ; Table 1 
supplies particulars as regards the ages, sexes, and conjugal conditions of the 
emigrants in 1918 ; Table 2 shows their occupations ; Table 3 furnishes information, 
by counties and provinces, of the destinations of the emigrants ; and Table 4 
shows the numbers who embarked at the several ports of Ireland during each 
month of the year 1918. 

“ An Emigrant ” is defined, for the purposes of this Report, as “ a person who 
leaves Ireland with the intention of settling 'permanently elsewhere” and the 
Enumerators have instructions to furnish particulars regarding such persons 
departing in each passenger ship which sails from an Irish port.
